JUAREZ  NUMISMATICS 


Benito  Juarez  is 
one  of  the  most 
honored  and  re¬ 
spected  figures  of 
Mexican  history. 

He  is  sometimes 
referred  to  as  the 
“Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln”  of  Mexico. 

It  is  almost  im¬ 
possible  to  go  any¬ 
where  in  Mexico 
without  finding  a 
park,  street  or  building  named  after 
him.  Many  rural  schools  are  named 
after  him,  a  very  appropriate  ges¬ 
ture  since  one  of  his  major  interests 
was  education  for  everyone.  He  has 
also  been  honored  on  many  coins, 
medals  and  notes.  The  below  list 


features  most  of  the  items  he  is 
found  on.

BIDDING  PACE, 
PRICES  SOAR

Spirited  bidding  for  the  extremely 
rare  U.S.  coins  in  various  metals 
reflects  the  end  to  which  influental 
buyers  will  go  to  obtain  these  items. 
In  addition  to  the  frenzied  demand 
for  prestigious  coins,  speculators  are 
adding  to  the  activity  by  offering 
heretofore  scarce  coins  at  fabulous 
prices  several  times  those  at  which 
the  coins  have  changed  hands  in  the 
past. 

Some  high  optional  figure  is  named 
as  the  selling  price  for  a  coin  that 
conceivably  may  find  a  buyer  in  the 
form  of  a  wealthy  collector  or  specu¬ 
lator.  In  at  least  a  dozen  instances, 
a  rare  coin  has  been  sold  at  a  record 
price  only  to  be  sold  again  within  a 
few  months  at  a  much  higher  figure. 

Until  recently  record  prices  were 
obtained  largely  at  public  auctions, 
but  during  the  past  year  or  two  the 
highest  prices  have  been  recorded 
through  private  sales.  Pride  in  own¬ 
ership  is  extremely  strong  among 
the  collectors  who  will  pay  any  price 
to  stay  ahead  of  the  other  fellow. 

However  the  man  who  pays  more 
than  $100,000  for  a  rare  coin  may  be 
genuinely  driven  to  ownership  by 
some  esthetic  aspect.  Many  buyers 
openly  claim  they  are  acquiring  the 
most  expensive  coins  for  an  invest¬ 
ment. 

Apparently  the  race  for  expensive 
items  has  worked  toward  improved 
interest  in  all  numismatics.  The 
glowing  example  of  a  large  fortune 
in  a  coin  that  brought  only  a  few 
thousand  dollars  10  years  ago  seems 
lo  make  all  coins  look  better.  But 
this  is  not  necessarily  the  case. 


Rarities  and  the  most  common  issues 
are  not  in  the  same  class. 

The  1885  U.S.  trade  dollar  is  one 
of  the  latest  rarities  to  gain  atten¬ 
tion  as  a  possible  record-breaker  i’ 
the  price  field  It  is  being  offered  on 
the  market  at  $300,000  as  an  excellent 
investment.  Only  five  of  these  coins 
were  struck,  all  in  proof  condition. 

Doubtless  these  coins  were  struck 
in  1885  to  satisfy  the  whims  or  de¬ 
mands  of  one  or  a  few  particular 
collectors.  Actually  none  were  minted 
for  general  circulation,  as  was  the 
case  with  many  other  coins  of  limited 
issues  during  the  1880’s. 

The  ordinary,  everyday  coin  col¬ 
lector  is  little  affected  by  the  razzle- 
dazzle  of  high-rarity  ac'ivity,  except 
to  the  extent  that  it  gives  him  hope 
for  enhancement  in  at  least  the  dis¬ 
lant  future. 

Several  coins  have  sold  recently 
lor  more  than  $100,000  each.  Among 
them  are  the  1794  U.S.  silver  dollar, 
the  famous  1804  silver  dollar  and  the 
1913  “V”  nickel.  Many  famous  col¬ 
lections  are  coughing  up  their  ex¬ 
treme  rarities,  being  unable  to  with¬ 
stand  the  temptation  of  a  fortune  for 
a  single  coin.

HALF  DOLLAR  CHANGES 

The  half  dollar  is  the  U.S.  denomi¬ 
national  coin  that  has  had  four  dis¬ 
tinct  types  during  the  20th  century. 
Our  lc  piece  has  been  changed  2V4 
times;  the  nickel,  three  times;  the 
dime,  three  times;  the  quarter,  three 
times,  and  the  dollar,  three  times. 

The  fraction  occurs  in  the  lc 
bracket  because  the  reverse  side  of 
this  little  workhorse  was  changed. 
Several  variations  in  metals,  minor 
markings  and  physical  makeup  have 
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been  noted,  although  they  did  not 
seriously  alter  the  basic  types. 

The  Franklin  half  dollar,  which  was 
supposed  to  have  a  life  span  of  at 
least  25  years,  found  an  almost  sud¬ 
den  demise  at  the  end  of  1963.  Con¬ 
gress  voted  to  place  the  image  of 
John  F.  Kennedy  on  our  50c  piece 
in  1964,  a  new  issue  that  started  the 
greatest  hoarding  frenzy  in  our  mone¬ 
tary  history.  Obviously  it  was  because 
of  this  change  that  the  half  dollar 
has  four  distinct  types  during  this 
century.  Postage  stamps  are  issued 
on  mere  whims  from  Washington, 
but  congressional  action  is  necessary 
to  change  coins. 

The  first  exception  to  a  type  change 
ahead  of  the  conventional  25  year 
life  period,  however,  was  the  Wash¬ 
ington  quarter  of  1932.  The  Standing 
Liberty  quarters  were  first  issued  in 
1916  and  were  extremely  popular 
coins  because  of  their  beauty.  But 
1932  was  the  bicentennial  of  Wash¬ 
ington's  birth,  a  fact  that  prompted 
congressional  action  toward  a  change 
in  the  quarter  design  that  in  reality 
would  make  it  a  commemorative 
piece.  The  design  stands  today  after 
a  44  year  period  of  popularity.  The 
front  side  of  the  Lincoln  cent  has 
endured  since  1909,  something  of  a 
reverse,  was  changed  in  1959  with 
the  addition  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial. 

The  Buffalo  nickel  passed  out 
promptly  in  1938,  following  its  25 
year  circulation.  This  was  perhaps 
the  most  American  of  all  coin  de¬ 
signs  we  have  used,  with  the  Indian 
on  one  side  and  the  magnificent 
buffalo  or  bison  on  the  other.  It  was 
a  rugged,  well  struck  coin  that  might 
have  deserved  a  longer  life  span. 
Jefferson  was  the  logical  choice  of 
a  Democratic  Congress,  although  his 
image  was  long  overdue  on  one  of 
our  coins. 

For  some  reason  our  new  dime  of 
1916  was  called  the  “Mercury”  type, 
due  to  the  winged  head.  However, 


the  Treasury  has  explained  that  the 
young  lady  shown  was  merely  “Lib¬ 
erty”  dolled  up  with  some  fancy 
headgear.  This  type  was  replaced 
imediately  after  the  death  of  Frank¬ 
lin  D.  Roosevelt  by  the  Roosevelt 
dime  that  is  still  current.

FREE  TRIP  AND 

By  David  R.  Cervin 

Amarillo  has  a  good  track  record 
for  being  the  perfect  host  at  large 
coin  conventions.  And  they  are  not 
about  to  lose  this  reputation  at  the 
annual  convention  of  TNA  to  be  held 
on  April  23,  24  and  25  in  Amarillo. 
How  are  they  going  to  accomplish 
this? 

Well,  for  a  starter,  Amarillo  is 
blessed  with  having  one  of  the  finest 
museums  stressing  the  lore  of  the 
great  southwest,  located  in  Canyon, 
a  scant  20  miles  to  the  south.  It 
would  be  as  difficult  as  it  would  be 
naive  to  try  and  compare  museums. 
Thus,  it  would  be  ridiculous  to  stack 
up  Canyon’s  pride  and  joy  against 
Ihe  multi-complex  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  in  Washington,  D.C.  But 
if  the  latter  were  to  isolate  its  me¬ 
mentos  of  the  southwest  and  then 
compare  with  the  Canyon  Museum, 
they  would  very  likely  come  out 
second  best. 

The  Panhandle-Plains  Historical 
Museum  is  located  on  the  campus 
of  West  Texas  State  University.  The 
history,  tradition  and  the  lore  of  a 
1000  centuries  pass  in  review  as  the 
visitor  enters  the  various  halls  of  the 
museum  complex  which  covers  an 
entire  city  block. 

Here  is  history  in  its  raw  form. 
Here  can  be  found  fossils  from  the 
dim  past  when  solid  rock  was  hos¬ 
tile  to  life  of  any  form.  Here  can 
be  traced  the  pattern  of  how  men 
came  to  the  Plains.  There  are  also 
collections  of  arts  and  crafts  from 
other  ages  and  areas  for  the  con¬ 
tinuity  and  contrast  necessary  for 
understanding  the  culture  of  the  West. 

Pioneer  Hall,  the  original  museum 
building,  houses  a  chronology  of  the 
Texas  Panhandle.  The  main  complex

also  contains  Natural  History,  Pio¬ 
neer  Village,  Indians,  Art,  Archives 
and  a  souvenir  shop.  The  Hall  of 
Transportation  and  Communication 
contains  early  vehicles  and  com¬ 
munication. 

Intelligently  viewing  a  museum  is 
not  always  the  easiest  thing  to  do. 
Museum  Director  James  A.  Hanson 
knows  this,  so  he  is  planning  a  guid¬ 
ed  tour  for  our  benefit. 

Now  a  trip  through  any  museum 
is  fatiguing  and  strength-sapping.  So 
w'hat  do  you  do  to  regain  your 
strength?  You  eat.  And  if  you  go 
on  this  junket,  eat  you  will!  Present 
plans  call  for  the  serving  of  a  box 
picnic  lunch  featuring  delicious  south¬ 
ern  fried  chicken. 

Now  for  the  64-dollar  question: 
how  much  is  the  tarriff  for  this  gala 
celebration?  Based  upon  the  usual 
standards  of  a  national  ANA  conven¬ 
tion,  the  museum  trip  would  cost 
about  $5.00.  A  tasty  luncheon  would 
be  another  $3.00,  making  a  total  of 
$8.00  per  person. 

How  much  will  it  be  in  Amarillo? 
You  guessed  it.  Absolutely  nothing! 
Little  wonder  that  Amarillo  is  con¬ 
sidered  the  possibility  capital  of 
Texas. 

Is  there  any  catch  to  participating 
in  this  junket?  Yes,  just  one.  You 
must  not  live  in  Amarillo  or  in  the 
immediate  environs.  That  leaves  the 
rest  of  Texas  and  all  areas  beyond. 

The  trip  will  be  by  bus  and  will 
leave  from  the  Amarillo  Convention 
Center  Saturday  morning.  Reserva¬ 
tions  are  not  necessary  but,  in  view 
of  the  need  to  rent  buses  and  pro¬ 
vide  box  lunches,  it  would  be  helpful 
to  know  in  advance  the  approximate 
number  planning  to  attend.

Aneienl  Coins,  Basic  Introduction  to 
Medieval  Coins,  and  Basic  Introduc¬ 
tion  to  Early  American  Coins  of  the 
Colonial  Period.
